EXHIBITION GAME. 



London, April 1(1. — This afternoon the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Mich- 
ael Hicks- Beach, made his budget state- 
ment. He said the surplus for lS'J5-(i 
was £4,210,000, and he estimated the 
expenditures for the current year at 
eiOO.047,000. This, he Bakl, had been a 
wonderful year, and one ui unexampled 
revenue in spite of the faet that the ex- 
penditures had been the largest since 
the last war. The surplus was the larg- 
est ever known, and a larger stun was 
devptsd to the reduction of the national 
debt than hail ever heen known. 

The condition of the. working classes, 
lie continued, judging from the con- 
sumption of tea, tobacco and sugar, had 
materially improved, and it was a re- 
markable faet that while the decrease in 
the exports anc' imports for the 
first six months amounted to 
£7,531,000, the increase for the 
second half of the year amounted to 
628,288,000. Tea, Sir Michael further 
remarked, was driving coffee out of the 
market, and British spirits were entirely 
displacing the foreign product. The in- 
crease in the import ol tea was 10,000,- 
000 pounds from India and Ceylon, 
which had replaced much Chinese tea. 
The increase in the import of tobacco 
was £108,000 over the estimate, chiefly 
cigarettes. The customs authorities 
calculated, he said, that £1,000,000' 
yearly was thrown into the gutter in the 
shape of the ends of cigars and cigar- 
ettes. The imports of wines had in- 
creased £1, '250,000 ; light wines were pre- 
ferred. The revenue from beer had in- 
creased £617,000, the death duties were 
£2,881,000, and stamps, £1,029,000. 

Referring to the estimates for the cur- 
rent year, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer paid the expenditures'' were 
placed at £100,047,000 and the revenue 
calculated upon was £101,755,000. 
Touching upon a proposition for reduc- 
tions in expenses, Sir Michael said the 
government proposed to reduce the 
maximum land tax from Is. in the 
pound to Is., which would absorb £101),- 
U00 of the surplus. Provision would lie 
made for reducing the rating of farm 
land>; £433,000 would be devoted to the 
education bill, and £200,000 to a slight 
alteration of the death duties. This, he 
concluded, would leave a modest surplus 
for contingencies. 

The financial secretary of the treas- 
ury, Hon. F. \V. Hanbury, said.th.at 
representations had been made to the 
United States relative to the mailing of 
newspapers and a reply to this commu- 
nication is awaited by the government.

CORONATION OF THE CZAR. 

Official Programme of the Proceedings and 
Attendant Festivities at Moscow. 

St. Pktkusbukg, April 1(>. — The ofli- 
cial programme of the festivities attend- 
ing the coronation of the Czar next 
month has heen decide,] upon. The 
ceremonies will begin on May G and last 
for twenty days, tin the 6th the Czar 
and Czarina will arrive in Moscow and 
take up their residence at the Petrowsky 
palace. On the 7th and 8th the Czar's 
birthday is celebrated; on the Otli 
occurs the triumphal entry of their 
majesties into Moscow, with the 
Te De.um in the cathedral of Dspensky, 
and in the evening the Czar and Czarina 
will retire for three days to the Alex- 
andrinsky palace. On the 10th is the 
grand reception of ambassadors and 
diplomats in the throne room of the 
Kremlin ; and from the 1 lib to the Kith 
the Imperial couple will travel from one 
sanctuary to another, saying prayers. 
There will also be a review of the body 
guards, the blessing of the Czar's stand- 
aid in the Kremlin, the procession of 
the crown jewels, and on the evening of 
the 13th the entrance of their 
Majesties into the Kremlin amid 
the roaring of cannons, after which 
all true Russians are expected to 
spend half the night in prayer. The 
Mth is coronation day, the evening be- 
ing devoted to a banquet in the Grano- 
witja palace. From the 14th (o the 26th 
there, will be grand illuminations, din- 
ners and balls to the nobles of all coun- 
tries, including a hall and concert at the 
German and Austrian embassies, the 
celebration of the Empress' birthday on 
the 25th, and on the 2(ith Their Majes- 
ties will leave Moscow. 



MANITOBA LEGISLATURE. 

Formal Prorogation-Governor Patterson's 
References to the School Question— Re- 
grets a Settlement "Was Not Reached. 

Winnipeg, April 10.— (Special)— The 
Manitoba legislature, which adjourned 
last month owing to the schools confer- 
ference, was formally prorogued to-day 
by Lieut. Governor Patterson. In his 
speech at the close the Governor referred 
to the removal by death of Sir John 
Schultz, ex-lieut.-governor of the prov- 
ince. Touching on the school question, 
he said: "Since your last adjourn- 
ment my government, through two 
of its members, have met the 
commissioners lately appointed by 
the Dominion government to confer 
upon the education question at i.ssuu be- 
tween the two governments. The inter- 
views between the commissioners repre- 
senting the two governments respectively 
were of the most harmonious nature; 
but the Dominion commissioners did 
not consider themselves at liberty to 
accept either of the propositions made 
by my government, and I regret to say, 
I herefore, that no settlement was efl'ected. 
It is hoped, however, that the proceed- 
ings of the conference will throw some 
additional light upon this difficult ques- 
tion, and in the end contribute towards 
its satisfactory solution."

Madrid, April 16. — The figures of the 
polls at Madrid gives more votes than 
there are registered electors, The Mar- 
quis of Cabrinana was not elected.

The Marquis 
brought sensational charges of fraud 
against the municipal council, which re- 
sulted in a riot and considerable legal 
complications. The Arts and Crafts 
Guilds demand that the elections be 
annulled. 

At Imulada, in the province of Barce- 
lona, there have heen serious disturb- 
ances. Workmen started a riot and 
stoned the manufactory of a Liberal can- 
didate who had been elected, and also 
threw missiles at the police who tried to 
disperse them, The riot was repeated 
later, the gendarmerie being 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, April 1(1.— Sir Mackenzie 
Powell informed me to-day that parlia- 
ment would be prorogued next Thurs- 
day, and the formal dissolution take 
place the following day. It is quito 
within the competency of the govern- 
ment to allow the Durliamentto die by 
efflux of time, but they will not do this. 
The proclamation of a dissolution natur- 
ally calls for the fixing of a date for the 
elections, and the general impression is 
that the nominations will take place 
about June 11 and polling about tha 
18th, Some members of the government 
favor the week immediately after the 
24th of May, hut others say that this 
will be inconvenient to the farming 
community. The dates mentioned are 
held to be the most convenient, as they 
fall between seed time and haying. 

The day was absolutely wasted in the 
House of Commons through the obstruc- 
tive tactics of the oppositijn, who rais- 
ed a discussion on tlio Soulanges canal 
contracts and kept it up until midnight. 
Xot an item in supply passed. 

The statement of the Columbian that 
the Government had broken its promise 
to British Columbia in the matter of the 
supplementary estimates displays the 
editor's ignorance. The supplementary 
estimates for the fiscal year will show- 
that British Columbia receives liberal 
appropriations. 

The bill to permit the subdivision of 
polling districts in Victoria to secure 
greater convenience was lead a first time 
in the Senate. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell says that a bill 
will be introduced in the Commons deal- 
ing with the electoral district of Yale- 
Cariboo.

St. John's, Mid., April 1(1. —The 
steamer Durance, towing the steamer 
Coquette with the screw of her propeller 
broken, passed Ferry land at noon to- 
day, bound bore. Two hours after- 
wards she sighted the ice field which has 
blockaded this coast for the past week, 
and, being afraid to take tho risk of in- 
juring the boat, started back towards 
Cape Race, thence proceeding to Hali- 
fax. Tne steamer Grand Lake, leaving 
here to-day, carried 250 emigrants from 
Canada to the United States. This is 
the largest batch of emigrants on record.

They 
propose to close for -one day all the 
shops as a protest, and will also hold an 
indignation meeting. The Chamber will 
be possessed of no signilietir.ee regarding 
international politics. The majority 
will follow Senor Canovas blindly. 

El Correo, organ of Senor Sagas ta, 
publishes an article describing to-day's 
situation exactly. It says: "The re- 
sponsibility of the monarchical parties is 
immense. If they do not act as they 
ought we shall not be surprised if public 
opinion abandons them and takes to 
dangerous courses. Theofficial L'Epoca 
says the Cortes will soon, with- 
out foreign mediation, discuss larger 
reforms in Cuba. Were it not for the 
state of war these reforms, says L'Epoca, 
would be in force there already. The 
Cortes will decide if, despite the state of 
war, reforms must be applied whatever 
may be the opinion of General Weyler. 
This declaration of L'Epoca means that 
the government begins to see the neces- 
sity of implanting reforms m Cuba be- 
fore friendly advice comes from the 
United States." 

Ministerial circles begin to fear that 
Mr. Cleveland will soon take action in 
the Cuban matter, though it is expected 
that his action will be mild. In such 
case the position of the government 
would be extremely difficult and the 
leaders of parties generally are very un- 
easy as regards the state of affairs. The 
Duke de Tetuan, foreign minister, last 
night declared that be bad received no 
communication from the American 
government in any shape what- 
ever. The armament of two first 
class trans-Atlantic steamers as 
cruisers has been almost finished. 
The vessels will be ready in two days. 
Each is to be manned by 1 commander, 
6 officers, 81 sailors and 72 murine in- 
fantry. The Minister of Marino has 
been authorized to buy two torpedo boats 
in England. 

The wheat and flour syndicate of Bar- 
celona has headed the list with a $10,000 
subscription to defray tho expenses of 
the Catalan volunteer battalion for Cuba. 

Paris, April 10. — The papers here 
generally discuss the Spanish elections, 
but many of the best informed hold that 
such a swooping Conservative victory is 
not a good omens for relations between 
Spain and the United States. It is 
pointed out that it is better to have all 
parties more equally represented in 
times of crisis like tho present, and 
there are fears that Canovas may be im- 
pelled to unwise action by the knowledge 
of the strength of his following.

NELSON. 
( From the Nelson Tribune.) 

Twenty-two car loads of ore from 
A'msworth and Slocan mines have 
reached the smelter at Pueblo, Color- 
ado. The ore averaged 95 ounces silver 
and (>0 per cent, lead to the ton. 

The following is a list of metallic 
minerals recognized so far in West 
Kootenay district: Native gold, native 
silver, native copper, native arsenic, 
galena, cerrusite, angleoite, altaite, 
urgentite, pyrargyrite, proustite, chttl- 
copyrite, ehalcocite, bronite, tethra- 
hedrite, haematite, limonite, sfderite, 
blende, greenokite, stihnite, jamesonile, 
raispickel. 

The C. & K. S. N. Co.'s new boat was 
launched at Nelson on Tuesday with the 
usual formalities, and was christened 
" Kokonee " by Mrs. Troup. As soon as 
inspected by the Dominion authorities 
she will he put in commission. 

G. A. Petty, owner of the Monitor 
mine at Three Forks, reports the Mon- 
itor a nice, small mine, from which he 
has shipped eight carloads of ore this 
winter. A cross-cut tunnel seventy-two 
feet long taps tho ledge, and the ore 
shipped was taken from drifts run both 
ways from this tunnel. Two other tun- 
nels have been started, one of which is 
in 100 foot and the other just under 
cover. The mine is so situated that its 
output can be run almost direct from 
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the mouth of the lower tunnel into cars 
on tho Xiikusp and Slocan railway.

ROSSLAND.

On 
Monday a contract was let to Billy Car- 
penter in the sum of $5,000 for the grad- 
ing of portions of Spokane street and Le 
Koi avenue. 

The second of the two new smelting 
plants erected here will be on the line of 
'the Spokane and Northern railroad. It 
is to he a matting plant rather than a 
smelter, and will make a specialty of 
copper matte which will he stmt to an- 
other place to be refined. The company 
back of this enterprise is an American 
concern and has a plant in operation in 
the States. The new works may possi- 
bly he at Northport, Sheep Creek falls 
or etill nearer Rossland, built to serve 
the'purposes of the Spokane A Northern 
railroad, just as t lie other one will be 
built to serve the purposes of the Cana- 
dian Pacific.

UNHAPPY CUBA. 

Latest Reports Regarding Hostilities— The 
Captain-General and President Cleveland 
-Correspondence Submitted to Congress. 

N'evv York, April Hi.— The World 
prints the following correspondence 
from Santiago de Cuba, dated April 7: 

A Spanish force of 1 ,-100 men made up 
from the Simanca regiment and the 
Manzanillo guerillas under Col. Santos, 
defeated 800 insurgents under Tamaya 
on April 13, near Vequita. The insur- 
gents lost 28 killed and 07 wounded, 
the .Spanish losing an insignificant num- 
ber. 

This defeat enraged the rebels, who 
Were aware that, the Spanish General) 
Gonzales, with 1,000 men. must pass a 
place called Gallego that day, and de- 
cided to lay in wait for them. The rebels 
were reinforced by Wilson's party until . 
they numbered 1,000. As soon as the 
.Spaniards appeared the Cubans began 
firing steadily. General Gonzales placed j 
his vanguard in charge of Colonel Men- i 
dez, who made a gallant defence, but 
the rebels gained a complete victory, j 
The Spanish abandoned the field, leav- 
ing three dead and seventeen wounded, j 
The Cubans lost nine killed. The rebels 
captured sixty guns and a large quantity 
of ammunition. 

Near Auzeat, the Spanish captain, 
Perez, witii 1 oO guerrillas, was defeated 
April 1 by Lieutenant Carranza at the 
head of "400 insurgents. The Spanish 
loss was 19 killed and 30 wounded ; r t n- 
ins urgent a lost ■) killed and i) wounded. 

General Obregon, with 1,000 Spanish 
infantry and cavalry, met the insurgent 
forces of General Vasquez, 800 strong. 
The insurgent leader attacked the 
Spanish vanguards with rifles and a 
macrete charge, which so terrorized the 
soldiers that the column fled. General 
Obregon found himself in imminent 
danger of capture. Of the Spaniards i)0 
were killed and 185 wounded. The 
rebels lost -I killed and ,'!0 wounded. 

The Spanish commander, Garrido, 
with one battalion of regulars and bin 
guerrillas, 800 in all, met the rebel lead- 
er Bonne, with 1,700 men, near Hon- 
tecano, March 31. There was lighting 
for more than an hour, both sides aufl'er-

I 
feel that I interpret the feeling of all 
present, when with nil my heart I cry 
' hurrah for the Emperor ami his army.' 

"Here Emperor William raised his 
voice crying ' hurrah ' thrice in the Hun- 
garian and German languages.

Joseph gave a military banquet 
of 130 covers at the palace in 
honor of Emperor William, the 
only non - military guests being!

Sir Charles Tupper Inis, we nee, given 
up us hopeless his attempt to pass the 
remedial bill. Obstruction has been too 
much for him. The very important 
measure which he tried so hard to 
engineer through Parliament has, by 
the grossest and most unscrupulous 
abuse of the privileges of debate, been 
talked out of the House. Scheming, 
trickery and disorder have won a victory 
which will most probably cost the coun- 
try dear. 

It is not likely that the Manitoba 
minority and those who sympathise 
with them will remain quiet under 
a defeat ell'ected by unfair and illegiti- 
mate means. If they had been beaten 
by a fair majority in Parliament, 
or if, after they had gained a 
victory on the (lour of the House of 
Commons, they had been deprived 
of its fruits by the verdict of the people 
at the polls they might have borne de- 
feat with patience and resignation and 
waited cheerfully for a turn of the tide 
of public opinion to get what they be- 
lieve to be their rights. But no one 
feels it to be his duty to he patient and 
resigned when he is cheated out of what 
he ought both by law and justice to pos- 
sess. 

The Opposition; or we are greatly mis- 
taken, will And that there is truth in 
the oltl saying, " Honesty is the best 
policy." The honest course tor the Op- 
position to have pursued was at first to 
have opposed the bill by all legitimate 
means, hut, when they saw that a ma- 
jority of Parliament was in its favor, to 
withdraw opposition and allow the bill 
to become law without any unneces- 
sary delay. It must be remembered 
that the circumstances were peculiar. 
Parliament had but a limited time to do 
its work in. Everyone knew it must die 
a natural death in a few weeks. There 
wits time enough after the bill had 
passed its second reading to consider it 
carefully and to carry it through the re- 
maining -stages before the 24th of April. 
But if the Opposition continued fac- 
tious; if they resorted to the tricks of 
obstruction, the time for dissolution 
must arrive before the bill would be- 
come law. 

The Opposition, then, had two courses 
before them, a fair, straight forward and 
honorable one, and one that was unfair, 
crookedanddishonorable. They chose the 
dishonorable course, and, time being in 
their favor, they will win. Of 
course if the present session was like 
ordinary sessions, and the Government 
had plenty of time in which to do its 
work, dishonest obstruction would have 
been defeated. In fact the probability is 
that if the Opposition knew that the 
Government had all summer before them 
to carry their bill through the legisla- 
ture they would not have tried to accom- 
plish their end by obstruction. They 
would have opposed the bill until they 
found that the Government could com- 
mand a majority in its favor, and then 
after fighting over the details of the 
measure for a while, ceased to oppose 
it. They would then, even from their 
own point of view, be far better 
Off than they are to-day, They 
would have been defeated, it is true, but 
they could have gone to the country, as 
far as the remedial bill was concerned, 
with a fair reputation and a clear con- 
science. Now they go to the polls with 
ti smirched character, having resorted to 
tlio tricks of the political cheat to ac- 
complish their purpose, and their con- 
science must check those of them who 
have a conscience, for having gained 
their end by means which they cannot 
but know were not only dishonorable 
hut dishonest.

LACROSSE. 

THE "CAPITALS" AND THAT BANNER. 
The recent disbanding of the provin- 
cial lacrosse association by the with- 
drawal of the 'Westininster club from 
the league, and the subsequent forma- 
tion of the new association composed of 
the Vancouver and Capital lacrosse clubs 
was discussed last night at a meeting of 
the executive of the Capital club. The 
delegates to the Vancouver meeting 
having reported the reasons | which led 
to the disbanding of the association 
and the formation of a new 
league composed of Vancouver and 
Victoria, a desire was expressed by some 
of those present that the league might 
yet be re-established, with the West- 
minster club as one of the members. It 
was pointed out in this connection that 
the demand of Westminster that the 
banner through which the trouble arose 
should bo handed over to them, touched 
something entirely out of the power of 
the Capitals to grant, that club being in 
no way responsible lor it, and, not 
having jt, being unable to produce it. 
A resolution, however, was intro- 
duced to the effect "That the 
executive of the Capital Lacrosse Club 
of Victoria views with regret the dis- 
banding of the B. C. Amateur Lacrosse 
Association, and the circumstances 
which led thereto, and desires to place 
on record its opinion that the Hudson 
Bay Co. 's banner should lie forthwith 
handed over to Westminster in accord 
with the decision of the late B. C. 
Amateur Lacrosse Association." The 
objection was raised to this that it would 
be useless to pass such a re- 
solution, as it was out of the 
power of the club to carry it out, but 
others felt that an expression of opinion 
by the club might result in a restoration 
of harmonious relations with Westmin- 
ster.

BALE OK CftOWN LANDS. 

The house went into committee on the 
land net amendment bill, which was re- 
ported complete with amendments, in- 
tfuding new provisions affecting the 
classification of lands for sale, making 
the sec ions on this subject read us fol- 
lows: Ui. 

(l.J It shall be the duty of the sur- 
veyor to c' tssifv the lands so surveyed 
as timber lands, first class, second class, 
or third class, adopting for 'the purposes 
of such classification the dbftj.rictioiis 
contained in the next ensuing sub- 
section, and lie shall make lull and 
accurate field notes of his survey, and 
upon completion of tho survey shall file 
such notes and a report of his survey in 
the oflice of the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works, accompanied by a 
statutory declaration verifying such 
notes, and showing the area of lirst 
chisB, second class, or third class lands 
which are embraced by such survey ; 
and such declaration shall also state 
whether in his opinion any of such land, 
and if so what, is likely to be required 
for the purposes of a townsite or fishing 
station, and whether the granting of 
such kind or any of it would prevent or 
hamper the development of any adjoin- 
ing natural resources: 

(2.) Lands which are suitable for ag- 
ricultural purposes, or which are capable 
of being brought under cultivation 

f profitably, or which are wild hay meadow 
unds, shall rank as and be considered 
to be first-class lauds. Lands which are 
suitable for agricultural purposes only 
when artificially irrigated, and which 
do not contain timber valuable for lum- 
bering purposes, as defined below, shall 
rank as and be considered to be seemid- 
chiss lands. Mountainous and rocky 
tracts of land which are wholly unlit for 
agricultural purposes, and which cannot, 
under any reasonable conditions, be 
brought under cultivation, and which 
do not contain timber suitable for lum- 
bering purposes, as defined below, or 
hay meadows, shall rank as and be con- 
sidered to be third-class or pastoral 
lands : 

(a.) Timber lands (t. e., lands which 
contain milling timber to the av- 
erage extent of eight thousand 
feet per acre west of tho Cascades, 
and five thousand feet per acre 
east of the Cascades, to each one 
hundred and sixty acres) shall 
not be open for sale : 

(3.) The Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works after examination of the re- 
port of the survey, the field-notes there- 
of, with the statutory declaration of the 
surveyor, and all other documents and 
information in relation to the applica- 
tion, and of the character of the land ap- 
plied for, which shall be procurable, if 
satisfied with the information, and that 
it is not contrary to the public interest 
that the sale should be made (but not 
otherwise), shall name the price, based 
upon the classification provided by the 
preceding sub-section, at which the land 
applied for, or any portion thereof, may 
be sold to the applicant, and thereupon, 
but not sooner, the sale may be allowed 
to proceed. The price of first, class lands 
shall be five dollars per acre; that of 
second class lands, two dollars and fifty 
cents per acre ; and that of third class 
lands, one dollar per acre. The pur- 
chase money shall be paid in lull at 
the time of the purchase, twenty- 
five per cent. being paid as 
before provided, and the remaining 
seventy-five per cent, when the survey 
shall have been accepted and the sale 
allowed to proceed by the chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works; but no right 
•or title can be acquired to any such land 
until after such land shall have, been sur- 
veyed, and such survey shall have been 
accepted by the chief commissioner of 
lands ami work", anil the payment in 
full made for such land. 

13. All crown grants hereafter issued 
shall contain a provision that in the 
event of any lands so conveyed being di- 
vided into town lots, every fourth lot 
shall be reconveyed to the crown. 

15. No pre-emption record shall be 
granted except for land taken up for ag- 
ricultural purposes, and no certificate of 
improvement or crown grant shall be 
issued for such pre-emption until ten 
acres at least of such pre-emption have 
been brought under cultivation. 

At 1 p.m the house took recess until 
2:li0. Then the name bill and the con- 
ditional sales bill were read a third time 
ami passed. 

BILLS OF SALE. 

H()S. Mr. Eiibuts moved (he second 
reading of the bill to further amend the 
" Bills of sale act." He explained that 
the extent of Cassiar district, and its re- 
mote situation, makes it impossible to 
register such documents within 21 days 
as required by the law. which therefore 
it is desired to amend by adding the fol- 
lowing provisions : 

2. Hills of sale affecting property situate 
in the electoral district of l.'ussiar mav, in 
lieu of being filed in the lirsl instance n ith 
tho proper officer in the district, be tiled in 
the office of the registrar-general Ml Vic- 
toria, and a duplicate shall be furnished by 
the party applying for registration, which 
shall be forwarded to the proper otlicer in 
the district. 

Any bill of sale affecting property in 
Cassiar electoral district which has hereto- 
fore been executed, but the registration of 
which within the time and in the manner 
provided by law has been prevented by 
distance, may be registered as herein pro- 
vided, and, upon such registration, shall 
have priority as from the dale of such re- 
gistration. 

The bill was read a second time and 
considered in committee, Mr. Rithet in 
the chair. Reported complete without 
amendment, read a third time and 
passed. 

The report from committee of the 
whole on the hind act amendment bill 
was adopted, and the bill was read a 
third time and passed. 

Hon. Mr. Martin presented a return 
containing tho correspondence with re- 
spect to the construction of a trail into 
the Yukon country. 

The business on the order paper being 
completed, the house at 3.30 took recess 
until 8.30 p.m., then to consider two 
hills to be returned by message for the 
insertion of provisions found to be ab- 
solutely necessary; Hon. Mr. Turner 
first announcing that prorogation will 
take place at 3 o'clock Friday after- 
noon. 

After Recess. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented a message 
froim the Lieutenant-Governor, return- 



ing the bill respecting the gratit of land 
in aid of the Columbia & Western rail- 
way, for the purpose of inserting a clause 
reserving to the mown a royalty of five 
cents per ton on any coal raised from 
the hinds granted to the company. The 
message was considered in committee. 
Mr. Adams in the i.lutir, the proposed 
amendment beinu agreed to. 

Hon. Mr. Martin presented a return 
containing the correspondence respect- 
ing the grant of lands to the E. & N. 
Railway Company in lieu of lauds 
alienated in the railway belt. 

Hon. Mit. Eberts presented a message 
from the Lieutenant Governor returning 
the municipal clauses bill for amend- 
ment by inserting a provision whereby 
the pending severance of certain Maple 
Ridge lands from the municipality for 
the purposes of the dyking scheme will 
not be interfered with through the repeal 
by this act of the section under which 
action was being taken. The message 
was considered in committee, Mr. Bry- 
den in the chair, and the proposed 
amendment agreed to. 

Hon. Mu. Eberts presented a report 
respecting the treatment of Messrs. 
Cummings and Morrison of Nelson. He 
asked that the matter be not printed as 
it deals with litigation now pending. 

Mu. Heljicken asked if there was not 
something in the return respecting 
American practitioners practising in 
Kootenay. 

ho.v. Mr. Eberts replied that there 
was such matter in the return, and it 
was partly in consequence of these rep- 
resentations that he had introduced a 
bill to prevent persons not on the vot- 
ers' lists practising in the courts in 
Kootenay. 

Hon. Mr. Turner announced that the 
business of the session was now over, and 
after 1 t hanking the gentlemen on both 
sides for the manner in which they hail 
conducted the business of the house he 
invited them to meet him in the minis- 
ters' room after adjournment. 

Tut: Speaker also thanked the mem- 
bers for the hearty support they had 
given him throughout the session, and 
the cordial manner in which they had 
accepted his rulings from time to time. 

The house adjourned at 0:05 p.m. to 
meet for prorogation at 3 p.m. on Fri- 
dav.

At Sher- 
brooke the fires have been put out in a 
number of factories by an overllow of 
the St. Francis river, which is running 
like a mill-race over its banks 
between that place and Richmond.

Jamesville near 
the railway is completely inundated. 
The cellars of the houses in" Three Rivers 
are Hooded by a rise in the St. Lawrence, 
The damage will amount to thousands 
of dollars. The employes of the Jenckes 
Machine Co., at Sherbrooke, had to be 
taken from the building in boats yester- 
day.

Geneva, leaving that 
port for San Francisco, her next intend- 
ed port of call, on about March 9, in 
command of Gapt. Paulsen, must have 
met an awful fate, her remains drifting 
with the Btrong northerly currents to 
where they have recently been found.

Sutlieient of the cargo of the steam- 
ship Transit, has been removed from the 
forward hold of the vessel to show that 
a strip of her extreme be.ik, about seven 
inches wide and eight feet long, has been 
doubled around on the side of the ship 
by tli j force of her collision with the 
Monterey.

THE FINANCIAL OUT LOOK. 

What Henry Clews Has to Say in- Regard 
to the Existing; Situation. 

In his Now York circular, dated April 
11, Henry Clews says: Affairs in Wall 
street remain quiet. Money is return- 
ing from its temporary tranter to the 
country for April settlements, but the 
expected benefit from that source has 
not. yet appeared. The wild fluctuations 
in tobacco stock have produced an un- 
settled feeling. The reports of the com- 
mercial agencies, for the first quarter of 
1890, make an- unexpectedly unfavorable 
exhibit, with the effect of encouraging 
the pessimistic feeling entertained in 
some quarters. The London market has I 
been dull, and its operations have, on 
the whole, been tin favorable to New 
York. The still unsettled condition of 
European politics also continues to hold 
in check .oreign operations in our secur- 
ities. The renewal of exports of gold 
has contributed its quota towards dis- 
couraging buying transactions. 

The telations between Washington 
and Madrid have a tendency to produce 
timidity in financial operations. The 
Cuba resolutions passed this week by 
such large majorities in both houses of 
congress, it is t rui'. have no other force 
than as a declaration of sentiment. 
They cannot compel action by the ad- 
ministration, ami were doubtless in- 
tended mainly for effect in polities; but 
it is impossible to say whether the Presi- 
dent may regard it as a duty to bis party 
to take action from a like party motive. 
The Venezuela episode is evidence that 
the President is capable of bold action 
when be thinks bis party is menaced, 

Iiv any event, when nine-tenths of a 
legislature declare themselves in such 
terms as were uttered in the Cuba reso- 
lutions of last Monday, the country 
against which such a protest is made 
cannot but regard it as contributing to 
animosities between the two nations 
concerned. Contingencies like these are, 
for the time being, calculated to unsettle 
confidence in the financial markets. 
None of the factors is i n a really threaten- 
ing shape. The probabilities are that 
each one will disappear without a trace 
of bad consequences. Nevertheless, the 
speculative imagination, when in a Bober 
mood, is very conservative and demands 
large odds against a series of contingen- 
cies suggestive of caution.

INSURGENT MOVEMENTS. 

A Cuban Village Destroyed bv Fire-Stub- 
born Fight Between Maceo's Men 
and Government Troops. 

Havana, April Hi.— The village of 
Corral Nuevo, in the Mutnnzas district, 
has been burned by the insurgents. Six- 
teen houses and part, of the local church 
were destroyed. There are persistent 
rumors that the insurgent brigadiers 
Rego and Castillo have been removed 
from their commands. The splendid 
plantations and houses of Ochentu and 
Don Justo, in the < iiiira Melena district, 
have been destroyed by the insurgents. 

Further details of the lighting between 
the Alfonzo XIII batallion and the in- 
surgents under Muceo at San Claudio, 
near the northern extremity of the mili- 
tary line across tlie province of Pinar 
del Rio, show that the Spanish gunboat 
Alertii, winch so opportunely went, to 
the assistance of the troops, found 
the hitter had been compelled 
to retreat before an overwhelming 
force of live thousand insurgents. 
Although the littler outnumbered the 
men of the Alfonzo XIII battalion by 
over ton to one, and in spite ol the fact 
that the soldiers were led in pursuing 
the retreating vanguard of the enemy 
into the position which almost enabled 
the insurgents to surround them from 
neighboring heights, the Spanish in- 
fantry retreated in good order, lighting 
stubbornly as they did so. During 
this retreat the government, troops in- 
flicted heavy loss upon Maceo's forces 
and succeeded in maintaining a forma- 
tion until, after a seven hours' tight, 
the harbor of Situ Claudio was reached 
and the troops barricaded themselves 
in the best possible position and de- 
termined to fight to the last. 
During this long and harassing 
retreat, Hie Alfonso X 1*1 1 battalion only 
lost, one officer and lour men killed, and 
had thirteen men wounded. The lire of 
the troops was so well delivered and the 
movements of the battalion were so effi- 
ciently ordered and promptly executed 
that 5,000 Cubans were unable toachieve 
any advantage farther than to compel the 
greatly overmatched body of Spanish in- 
fantry to retreat in good order. 
Besides it is claimed this retreat would 
not have, been necessary had it not been 
for the supinencss of General Eehavaria 
who was in command of a much stronger 
Spanish column operating in con- 
junction with the column of Col. 
Devos (the Alfonzo XIII battal- 
ion) and in the hitter's immediate 
neighborhood.

delayed notifying Generals Suarez and 
Vneian of the location of Maceo's forces. 



INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 

Plan of a Tribunal Prepared by the New 
York Bar Association. 

Albany, April Hi. — The State Bar As- 
sociation met at -1 o'clock this afternoon 
and received the report of the commit- 
tee appointed to draw lift a plan of in- 
ternational arbitration. Tiie report of 
the committee as adopted by the as- 
sociation is said to declare in the strong- 
est terms the necessity of an inter- 
national tribunal which shall set- 
tle the disputes of nations ami 
do away with the necessity of force of 
arms in upholding right and resisting 
wrong. A tribunal of that character to 
consist of nine members each repre- 
senting one of the great nations of the 
earth is proposed. The members are 
each to the selected by the highest court 
of the nation represented. It is said 
that the number is so proportion that 
the nations of the new world will be on 
an equal footing with those of the older 
hemisphere. 



INTERNATIONAL BOUNDARY LINE. 

A Coniuiision to Consider the Respective 
Limits of Canada and the U. S. 
at Certain Points, 

Washington, April 10. — The house 
committee on foreign affairs to-day took 
action regarding the Canadian boundary. 
The matter was brought before the com- 
mittee recently by Mr. Heatwale, of 
Minnesota, wdio is endeavoring to 
bring about a settlement of the. 
question of jurisdiction over Hun- 
ter's island. A resolution was 
unanimously adopted, reciting that the 
boundary between the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada, at many 
points, lias not been definitely settled, 
anil appropriating $75,000 for determin- 
ing, under existing treaties, the bound- 
ary at all necessary points between the 
Si. Lawrence river and Lake of the 
Woods. The appointment of the com- 
mission and the details of the negotia- 
tions will rest, with the President if the 
proposition uf the committee is adopted.

London, April 10. — A dispatch to the 
Times from .Johannesburg points out the 
threatening condition of affairs in the 
South African republic. It says that 
while President Kruger's policy is to 
dissuade England from displaying force 
in South Africa on the plea that it might 
excite the burghers, the Transvaal is 
arming to the teeth. 

The Standard also dwells upon the 
anxiety concerning affairs in Matabele- 
land, and says that the Marquis of 
Lansdowne, secretary of state for war. 
Field Marshal Wolseley, I he commander- 
in-chief of the army, and Mr. Chamber- 
lain, Secretary of State for the colonies, 
conferred last evening with reference to 
sending reinforcements to South Africa. 
It is understood that some of the troops 
which are coming home from India will 
be ordered to land at Cape Town. 

The Standard has a dispatch from 
Nice which says the Czare witch, Grand 
Duke George of Russia, who has con- 
sumption, has had a relapse and spits 
blood constantly. Royal personages 
from all over Europe are constantly tel- 
egraphing here for news of the patient's 
condition. 

A telegram has just been received 
from NargarotO which says a messenger 
from the rebels is now on the way to 
that city beating a message from the 
leaders of the revolt to the U.S. minis- 
ter, Mr. Lewis Baker The only terms 
that President Zelaya is willing to con- 
sidering unconditional surrender on the 
part of the armed forces and the giving 
up for trial of the leaders. The pro- 
gress of events recently has been steadily 
against the rebel cause. General Pais, 
of the government forces, has taken las 
Limas trom the rebels, several hundred 
of them being killed. 

The Boersenhalle has a despatch from 
Caracas, Venezuela, saying that a settle- 
of the railway claim made by Germany 
on behalf of German subjects has been 
signed by representatives of the Dis- 
conto Gesselshaft, North German bank 
and the government of Venezuela, the 
latter agreeing to pay 36,000,000 boliviars. 

The National Zeitung announces that 
the German government is negotiating 
with the Xew Guinea Company to take 
over Kaiser VVilhelmsland as an Im- 
perial colony. 

An Athens dispatch to the Times says : 
" The mayor of the city gave a banquet 
to the athletes wdio competed in the 
Olympian games to-night. The Crown 
Prince Constantino and the ministers of 
Greece were present. A reception was 
given to-night at which the Crown 
Prince took leave of the athletes." 

An immense landslide has occurred at 
Trub, '20 miles east of Berne, Switzer- 
land. Many farms have been devastat- 
ed and entire woods carried off. The 
loss is said to be most serious. 

Victor Oscar Tilgner, the celebrated 
Austrian sculptor, died in Vienna to- 
day from a stroke of apoplexy. Death, 
occurred only a few days before the time 
lixed for unveiling his masterpiece, a 
monument of Mozart. He was in ins 
52nd year.

Chang to Russia, on the way to attend 
the ceremonies at the Czar's coronation 
at Moscow, is to be escorted through the 
Mediterranean by a Russian warship.

MACEO'S CAMPAIGN POLICY. 

Determined Not to Give the Spanish Troops 
an Hour's Peace and to Wear Them 
Completely Out. 

New York, April 16. — " Maceo has 
been taking things easy since his victory 
at Pinar del Rio," writes the Journal's 
correspondent. "He has contented him- 
self with giving his men and horses a 
rest in the hills, and letting the Spanish 
soldiery wear themselves out racing over 
the country for him. Occasionally Ma- 
ceo would send out a small party to burn 
a plantation and engage in a skirmish, 
just to arouse the troops to renewed ac- 
tion. 

"This is following the policy of giving 
the Spanish not an hour's peace while 
his own men secure abundant rest, which 
will tell in their favor when, later in the 
summer, they are hunting the exhaust- 
ed Spanish troops from cover to cover. 
Mnceo never relaxed his vigilance, as lie 
knew that the country ivas full of troops 
sent out to heat the bush for him by the 
impatient officers at Havana, who are 
disgusted at his refusal to fall into the 
ambush prepared for him by the forma- 
tion of the Spanish line across the is- 
land to prevent him from leaving the 
Pinar del Rio province. 

"Maceo has no desire to leave the 
province at this time; his messengers 
pass through the lino every day carry- 
ing messages between him and the gen- 
erals in the east. He knows that Go-

Negotiations Not Proceeding Satisfactorily— 
V. S. Vessels Under Ciders. 

Washington, April 16. — It is believed 
that negotiations with Spain in regard to 
Cuba are not proceeding smoothly and 
may become at any moment strained be- 
yond the resources of diplomacy. With- 
in the past 24 hours Secretary Herbert 
of the navy department has found 
it desirable to communicate with Ad- 
miral Bunco at Hampton Roads through 
the medium of a telegraphic cipher dis- 
patch.
